Sickness, in most cases, is o 
crime, a sin. Man’s ignorance is not God’s 
providence. 
Tho medica) profession should be charged 
with the duty of teaching the young the 
moral force of God’s physical laws, forthe 
disobedience of these laws is immorality, 
and the penalty is sure to follow the trans- 
gression. There should be medical lectures 
to the young in every community, and fa- 
thers and mothers should instruct their 
children. The connection between physical 
conditions and moral states is direct and im- 
mediate, ‘The stomach and liver are pro- 
lifio sources of sin. A man cannot lift his 
soul to Heaven on the ruins of his physical 
system. So, then, the minister and physi- 
cian should work together and be not only 
“ hoalers of the sick,” but also “ teachers of| 
the ignorant.”

Fatse Harr AnD RinGworM.—A des- 
rate struggle is being made by those who 
ave considerable self-interest at stake to 
stifle the truth in regard to the i!l effects of 
certain artificial practices ot adornment 
which are supposed to-enhance the conyen- 
tional beauty of the fair sex, 
still greater risks to be apprehended than 
those we have already 
uge of artificial hair. 
large amount is originally studded over with 
-bags of the common pedioulus, is 
one of the best evidences that the individuals 
from whom the hair has been obtained were 
strangers to habits of oleanliness, In much 
of the hair that comes into the English 
market, especially that of a lighter shade, 
alf of the shaft is dotted over 
with what are generally regarded as ‘nits,’ 
These are of two kinds: the one attached 
laterally—ova remains; anda second form, 
which, surrounding the hair, is difficult to 
detach (more difficult than the true ‘ nits,’) 
and may be found on hair that has been 
prepared and cleansed for sale, The latter 
is nothing more nor less than a collection 
of vegetable sporules or cells similar to 
those which are found in the various forms 
of ringworm. ‘They are not destroyed by 
mapy of the processes to which tho hair is 
subjected in its preparation; and there can 
be no doubt that, when placed upon a fa- 
vorable soil, they would speedily grow and 
produce serious disease, Jortunrtely the 


toalp of adults does not form a favorable 


nidus fur these parasitic germs, but in some 
instances of scurvy disease of the scalp 
there is reason to think they are the true 
cause of mischief. In the case of the young 


it cannot be doubted that ringworm would 


be produced by their growth; and the fact 


is certain that many ladies carry about with 


them io their ‘ chignons’ the seeds of ‘ ring- 
worm'—an intractable malady. There is 


also a novel species of false hair in the mar- 
ket; it is called ‘churchyard hair,’ and 
consists not only of the shafts but the roots 
also, and hence must have been pulled from 
the soalp of the dead!—a horrible idea, 
and one that should certainly make ladies 
revolt against the present absurd and un- 
cleanly fashion.— Lancs.

SPRECH OF Mi. BROWN —A REVIEW oF 
THE PAST; —-AN ANGUMENT FoR PARry |

Mr. Brown bogan by congratulating the 
Committee on tho algnal triamph that had 
Attended tho Inbors of the Axssocintion 
which he reminded thom had been eatab- 
lished by the Reform Convention of 1859 
He referred to the resolutions adopted by 
that Convention, and pointed out how fally | 
they wero adopted in tho Confederation | 
Act thatvhad just passed’ through’ tho Im 
perial’ Parliament, and how largely the 
county branches of the Association had 
contributed to tho great Rc form victory 
now avhieved, Ho admitted that there 
wero many of the details which the Reform. 
ers. of Upper Canada would gladly have 
had differently arranged, but contended 
that, under all the circumetances, thé men- 
suré was an immense &tép in advance, and 
imply repaid“all tho Tabor and obloquy cast 
upon the Diberal party in their fifteen 
years’ contest to obtain it. , Were. thero 
nothing more in the Act than the fall es- 
tablishment of Representation by Popula- 
tion, and the committal of all Jocal matters 
to local’ control—these ‘two’ great reforms 
would aloné have amply repaid’ all their 
past oxertions, and have entitled the Liber- 
al party to the warmest thanks of the pco- 
plo. of Upper Canada, Mr,, Brown ran ra- 
pidly over the groat political contests since 
the Union 6f 1841, and showed that in them
